Pease and his command fell back from this
town aud were then driven to Shufordville,
ANI ITHe-- BODY OF ARMED NEGROES
were within four miles of Ftiais Poiut.
Learning of the tiiiht, they retirej by the road
on which Bbcrlft Brown, as above slated, was
last seen. Kumor had it that Bill Pease, as be
ro le by J. H. Brown's placo.on theSnnllowei,
twelve miles Irom Friars Point, fired into the
residence. The bullets, fortunately, lodged in
tbe side of the house and did not strike any
person.

THE FATAL AMBUSCADE.
General Chalmers and command camped

Tuesday night at Schufordville, and early
Wcdncsday morning commenced driving the
woods and mailing detours in every available
direction. The negroes were Jumped st differ-
ent points, but fled at the approach of the
white men. As a young man named Dan
Scott was passing along a road near Sur-
rounded Hill, he was suddenly fired upon by
a party ot negroes, who were concealed in the
underwood and behind neighboring trees.
Although the soots were fired wildly, one lotd
ol buckshot struck young Scott in the groin,
producing a fatal wound.

Hudeuied
one of mv statements, to which I replied with
point, Tne meeting closed without any
further demonstrations. Soon after this a
rumor prevailed that Brown Intended to bring
the negtoes with their arms, to town Monday
night for tho purpose ol denouncing me. fo
one caied for what Brown might say of me,
but the citizens urged him not to make an
armed demonstration on the town. He llnally
aereed that he would not do soon Monday
night, the time he had proposed, but that he
woulo brin his clans, without arms, on the
il.' .il.oiiig.

I could
not gu-s- s their mi mbers,but there wereseveral
hUL.irid. I hastened U rally our forces.
Escti and all or our white citizens, without
regsri to parly, tell Into line. General Chal-
mers was In tne town-h- ad his baggage in
hand ready to leave for on.-o- f his courts, but
he exchanged the saddlebag for the pistol, and
washLon in command of our little squad. Mr.
White, our Baptist divine, was soon on horse-ba-c

x, urging our people to stand Arm. Dick
Cooper, one of Morgan'scaptaius, was soon on
the warpath, our forces now numbering per-
haps seventy-tlv- e men. The ncgroesh.nl now
halted lor a parley; a fow were willing lo de-
sist, out their chief officer declared his pur-
pose to sack tho town. The negroes were rap-
idly reinforcing. Chalmers sent a courier,
demanding Ihal they should ret.re the i r lorces
wltnln fllteen miuutes or he would charge
upon them, Tney tell back a mile and a hint,
but were still reinforcing. Wo thought It

to drive them back, and they fell
back to a bridge about two miles south,
and there tock a strong position. In the
meantime cur forces had been augmented to
about a hundred men with arms. A skir-
mish began al the bridge, which ended in the
flight of tho negroes Brown escaped, his
general lied; no one was hurt. Of the move-
ments subsequently you are already advised.
There cou d nol have been a more unpro-
voked war on the wnltes of our town. There
lias been for the past threo years no Demo
cratic organization in this county. Not a
singlo imprudent speech has been made by
any vvhuo mail In the county, so far as I
know. Not a negro had b en killed by a
white man in this county sincj the close of
the war. And when Sheriff Brown's Republi-
can friends, now nine months since, obtained
a release from Ills bond on a plea, well
taken, that he wr.ingfally held lour thou-
sand seven hundred and twenty-fiv- e dollars
of tho money of the his bands,
and that he was endeavoring to eniorce a
fraudulent demand on (he couuty treasurer, a
Republican, for six thousand Ave hundred
dollars more, the Democrats of the county,

Un-
less urged by iullammatorv speeches, and
tticlr excited uy the falsehoods put in
circulation touching ho tile motives ol the
white-- , there would oe no tioub:e here. We,
I think, are now able to man-
age tt.ls allalr without help fiom
abroad. The men iu command are
pruuent. Everywhere the negroes are urged
to stay at home, and no harm shall belall
them. Tcere is not a white man In the coun-
ty, so far as I know, whoseeas to do any vio-
lence, but all are anxious for peace. I think
the worst Is over, and tlat within a briet pe-
riod a l will tie quiet.

tion. Imigbtadd thai previous to the con-
vention each canelidate was asked to come
torward and pledge himself to stand by the
nomineeof the convention. Accordingly all
of the candidates did so, the pledge being
made with uplifted hand. The discussion
then arose as to whether the convention
should divide the offices of chancery and cir-
cuit clerk. The convention decided tbey
should remain, as they always had, together,
and one candidate only to be nominated
thereto. Mr. Alcorn, the present cleifc, did
not present his claims belore too convention.
Mr. flagg, Mr. Chatters, aud myself w ro
piacea in nomination. On tue Arst ballot r

Mr. Flagg receiving none. That being the to-

tal vote of tne convention, Mr. Chattel s wllh
drew and moved to declare my nomination
unanimous which was accordingly done.
Havinj nominated two colored men on tho
ticket, the sheriff und the clerk, and
as c ironer and ranger were to bo
colored nominees, none other ilesirlug su;h
office' but colored men. I contended that th 5

three following offices should be tilled with
white men: treasurer, assessor and surveyor.
There were several colored men candidates
for these va-io- places. Major M. S Al u,
son of Governor Alcoro, a laige merchant and
planter, was nominated almost uuaniinously
for treasurer. Major M. Priddy, another
largo merchant and planter, was unanimous-
ly nominated lor assessor. Mr. Houston,

while man, was unanimously nom-
inated lorsurveyor. After nominating a cor-
oner and ranger tbe convention adjourned,
tbobestof feelings pievailiug betv.c-o- i the
successful and elefeued c tnoliiates, all pledg-
ing themselves to abldo tse result o' the con-
vent on. The most perfect order prevailed
throughout tno en t li d proceedings, all return-
ing to ibelr homes, saying it was no use to
makeany further canvass, coming as they
were from the various portionsof the county
they believed the ticket would he suppoit l
lully tbiDiighout the county.

Jude Heid,
who had been acting with the Republicans
for a year, denounced the. ticset put in
the tieid by the Republican conven-
tion that day, claiming that the
ticket did not leprefent tho
and announced himself acaudidato lorsheriu.
Ho satd he was authorized to announce Mr.
Flagg as a candidate for circuit clerk. Mr.
George Alcorn, the present clerk, announced
himself a candidate for chancery clerk, aud
thereupon Governor Alcorn was called upon
to addioss the meeting He was extremely
hitter in his remarks to the present sheriff;
he said he had made a good sheriff, and pre-
sumed he had di.ne his duty, bnt the time
h d come when these northern leilows should
bepnldown. Theso fellows who bad been
pent Into the county in the interests if Ames.
He didn't know whether they could win the
colored peopjo from Biown, r.s he had made
them believe he wasasccoud Jesus Cui 1st, but
tbe time had come when he must be pot
down; tbat. if we couldn't put him down one
way we will another. He charged Mr Bio, n
with being a defaulter. (In this jounectlou,
1 will explain the matterto which he referred.)
Mr. Brown was elected In November, 1S73, bui
did not take charge 01 the office until Janu-
ary, 1S71. Nearly all the tax having been col-
lected by Mr. Alcorn, nephew of Governor
Alcorn, who was then .sheriff. As the fiual
settlement with the auditor is not required to
bemadeuniil April, it tlevolved upon Mr.p.rown to make that settlement. All themoney he collected he turned over to tlio au-
ditor. Being a new sheriff, he icquested the
auditor to m'.kc the tetllement to allow him
nil of his credits, and he would be satisfled.

I Immediately ran down
and halted them at the entranc- - o the city,
aud told them of the plan we haJ agreed
upon. They mid me they had hem! that they
liad Intended to hang Mr. Brown at elgh'.
o'clock that morning, an J saw good many
whi e men coming In wi'h ibelr cuns. The
aid thev thought tbey had a right to Lrlnit

ine'.rs. i Kepi mem mere until nr. urowu,
Judee Heid and Major M. S. Alcorn arrived.
Mr. Brown made a short speecii to them, of a
few minntfs length, that they bad agreed

no meeting; lurtbermore, that tbey
should not come Into town. 1 did not catch
hts remark, but saw him have tho men hold
up their right hands. I presume that he. as
an officer, was swearing them in to keep the
peace. Mr. Blown. Major Alcorn aud Genoral
Pease, accompanied by Judge Held, of Ihe
opposite party, approached them as they
were drawn up in line of bat-
tle, to report to them their success.
General Chalmers and others, on behalf of
the whites, said they were for peace, and
lidn't want any flghliug. General Pease told
tbem tbat hts men didn't come to Agbt,
neither did they want to fight. General
Cnalmers requested them to disband or
leave town, 'ihe same parties acting in the
lutemstof peace, reported to them what they
Oaddone. Sheriff Brown t.wk the lead, and
requested ail the men lo follow h.ni. He aud
Major Alcorn and Judge Heid took them out
one mile, and then came back to consult the
other party. They did this two or three times.
The last time .Mr. Brown came hack. General
t'halmera said he would give them fifteen
minutes to leave. I stationed myself about
half a mile from town, to prevent colored
men from leaving town to tell what they
heaul them say and tell in thetown. They
were "reporting that Governor Alcorn and
General Chalmers were tip town drilling their
men all the time negotiations for peace going
on, and were saylog they meant to give them
a Agbt anybew, and that they meant to fol-

low them after thpy got them far
enough away from town. I thought that
was calculated to excite colored men; there-
fore I did not allow them to go ont of town to
convey these reports, knowing that they In
town had agreed to liave no row. Mr. Brown
had taken the meu out to Clark's bridge, two
miles and a half from town. WUtle-h- was In
conversation with tbem at the bridge. Major
Alcorn and Judge Beid relumed to the other
narty to report leaving Mr. Brown behind.
Judge Rein ami Major Al-or- n met Governor
Alcorn antl General Chalmers with their
crowd of meu, near where 1 had been stand
ing, to keep back the cltl.ens of thetown. i
was approached by Mr. Irving of that crowd
to know If Mr. Brown meant to return. I
told him that he did A few minutes after
Major Alcorn and Judge Reid had reported to
Governor Alcorn and his men, I iieurd the
command given to marcn, or something to
that effect. I thought that looked fight. I
looked down the road to see if I could see Mr.
Brown. I saw him at tome distance, coming.
I left the toad for a place of safety until after
they had passed. News came to me from
town that they were looking lorme; that they
wanted Smltb and Hrown. Before leaving, I
waltedaboutan hour to see it I could hear
the shooting. I heard about one hundred shots.
As they were a long time reaching the colored
men, 1 concluded that when they came up
to them that they had left the bridge. 1 have
since learned that they overtook them half a
mile from tho bridge, in Butler's lane. I have
farther learneJ that a crowd of white men had
by some means got in ahead to cut off their re-
treat. When the coloreil men saw that, the
coloiedmeu charged upon them and goi. out
of tho lane being pursued by Governor Al-
corn and his crowd. 1 made my escape and
reached Helena Wednesday night. 1 made
my way up the river and secured a skiff in
which I crosed over to Arkansas. Before
crossing, however, I saw several armed bodies
of white meu riding up and down the road."

COUNTY COURT.

Refusal 10 .Make Appropriations ns Ills
quired by I.nn 'flic Memphis mill

Haleili Xarrou-Gnug- o Rail-
road Bonds.

The principal business before the coun-
ty court yesterdav was the hearing of peti-
tions and passing upon accounts, etc.

Yesterday Jude J. E. R. Ray asked the
the court to make the quarterly appropria-
tion due him as judge and provided lor by
the legislature iu Its act of July 7, 1870, estab-
lishing the probate court ot snelby county.
Section stx of this net provides: Vhat the
salaryol the said judge of said probate court
shall be tho same us ihat of the chancellors
and circuit judges of Shelby county, pro-
vided that the same shall bo paid uy the
county court of Shelby, and it is hereby made
the duty of said county court to make the
1 ecessary appropriation theiefor." This Is
tbe law, but the chairman merely issues his
warrant upon the trustee tor the amount of
salary due, and consequently there being no
money in the treasury of the county, the
judge has to sell his warrant at a heavy dis-
count, lie asked In his petition tuat the
court comply with the law and make the re-
quired appiopriution. This request was op-
posed. Justice Walker speaking against it,
and the court failed to make the appropria-
tion by one vrte The justices are doubtless
Ignorant of tbe law upon this subject. As
they are now Informed, it is hoped they will
act accordingly.

J. W. Sc3les presenteel a petition, stating
that he had thirty-nin- e bonds of the Raleigh
railroad company, which bonds were Issued
by the county of Shelby. He proposed to ac-
cept sixty per cent, of the face value of the
bonds and coupons, provided that the pay-
ment be in cash and in monoy ; that the coun-
ty pay the costs in the two suits alread : com-
menced; tuat ho will accept flfty-Av-o per
cent, ef the lace of bonds and seventy-Av- e per
cent, of the face of coupons. This offer was
referred to tho county attorney and Esquire
Walker lor future action, and to report.
